Comments on Chavannes” Article. 

T have never soen an article written in 
opposition to the Diana theory, so full of 
Dianiem as the letter of Albert Chavannes 
m Lucırer of December10. T hardly see 
anything init to reply to; the reply 
seems to me to bs to add facto that he 
does not take into account. I shall 
only attempt to throw ont suggestions 
first,-as to what be has stated, 

We need integral cultivation for our 
highest development. If the sexual part 
of our nature is cultivated properly, 
and not out of proportion, it is all right. 
So the quostion here is, whether there is 
a tendency at present to an abnormally 
great cultivation of sexual feeling, 
either as a whole, or as regards any of 
its manifestations, Alphism claims 
that there is such a tendency, derived 
from perverted action, for many genern- 
tions, and Dianism claims that such ten- 
dency is chiefly, if not wholly, with re- 
gard to the passional or eloetrio mani- 
festntion, That comes up undor the 
head of reserved topics, 

Alphism and Dianiom both claim that 
in emission “thero is an unavoidablo 
waste of material which could have beon 
used in the future generation of sexual 
magnetism;” and thus fully agree with 
the position taken by Mr. O, Tho only 
question betweon us here, is as to tho 
best mode of obtaining sexual equili- 
bration. Tho male continence theory 
is that tho result may be ndrant- 
ageously obtained by that modo; we ad- 
mit that that ja so, as compared with tha 
old methods; and we admit that the bur- 
den of proof resta upon us to show that 
Diana contact isa more advantageous 
method than m.c. ‘That, too, I re- 
Berve, 

Wo admit also, that sexual passion ig 
due to an accumulation of sexual mag- 
notism. When maternity is wise, that 
is the most natural relief. When ma- 
ternity is not wise, Dianism provides 
avother mode of relief, equally effect- 
iyo, if ample opportunity is given; and 
especially provides the ounce of pro- 
vention, which will effectually provont 
such an accumulation of sexnal magnet- 
ism as will demand relief, Hore T find 
the first and only positive misappre- 
honston of the Diana view, and it 1s this 
misapprehonsion which crentes the only 

‚positive difforence between us even hero, 
Diabist does not discard the use of 


thé séXual orgäns exdept for proordation, 


but ask that they shall be restricted 
to their proper use, That leaves open 
yet tho question whether m. c is a 
proper uso, Dianism says no, reasons 
resorved, and says tho proper 
use, when maternity is 
is the production and diffusion of affec- 
tional soxunl feeling. Whother this dit- 
fusion shall bo necomplishod by direct 
external contact of the soxual organs, 
or by other contact which shall indirect- 
ly diffuse the magnetism, is n question 
to be decided in each individual 
caso, and at each individual timo. 
Wesny that there is proof that this 
modo of diffusion is practicable aud ef- 
ficient; and if so, it leaves us, as beforo, 
only to show that it is Dotter than tho 
method of m. o 

Tho paragraphs in which experience, 
aud especially at Oncida, are appealed 
to, merely compare it with experi- 
enco undor the old mothod 
and upon that question we aro both 
on the same side. 

Wo agree also, that what constitutes 
intemperance can only he judged by re- 
sults; although to some oxtent reason 
ought to beappeal to. We must look 
to remote as well as to proximate results, 
and sometimos, ns in tho case of the 
amonnt of food a starving man may 
properly eat, we cannot wait for the re- 
sults before our decision, But I do not 
odmut that there may not be intempor- 
anco in Dianism. We only claim that 
truly cultivated persons, under proper 
ciroumstauces, would hava no induco- 
ment to bo intemperate in Dianism. 
And probably the samo conld be said 
form.c, So we do not insist npon any 
special advantages there, except as to 
matters thus far reserved, 

As to the concluding query, those who 
have had sexual contact and experienced 
its advantages, and who know how next 
to impossible it is to have that outside 
of marriage. might well be expected to 
wish to shorten tho timo of courtsbip, 
independent of all reasons connected 
with the habits of men, and the desire 
ot women who love them to grant them 
overy favor they properly can. 

This brings mo to the general con- 
sideration of the reserved topics; aud 
ihat has been so fully gono into in Di- 
ana itself, so far as publication on such 
a subject is safo, that I shall not at- 


tempt to add much here, _ A 
The first groat point ngainst m.c is 
there is no safo preventative of concep

tion. On that question, the burden of 
proof rests upon the defenders of m, c; 
and I have the advantage that the only 
way they can disprove my assertion is by 
stating what isa safe prevontative; and 
if they do (hat, whether through the 
public press, through senled letters, or 
eventhrough the express, they violate 
the Jaw, and thus their taoutlıs are sealed. 
To be sure, such a iaw can only be prop- 
ery spokon of with a big D, but it is an 
illustration of the difficulty in discussing 
in public, or private for that matter, of 
tho only points m dispute between us, 
If that—bo careful—law could be wiped 
out, I could bring forward evidence 
which 1 consider overwhelming in sup- 
port of my proposition. But 1 must let 
it rest hore upon my say so. 

It is then beyond contradiction thata 
woman that consents to bo n partner in 
the M, O. runs in danger of improgna- 
tion, no forethought or action of hor 
own saving her from what is ro often a 
fearful peril, all the agony of dreaded 
anticipation, and ocensional doom ro. 
sulting in abortion, must be put in the 
sento against tho “pleasant sonsations” 
of the fow hours of m.o. When we add 
that those ploasaut sonsationa,to one wha 
has had suficient experience in entire 
nudo contact to appreciato it, are vory 
nearly oqualed without tho internal con- 
tact, and that the internal contact ro- 
stores the equilibrium enough sooner to 
make up the difforence, Josing in time 
even morethan is gained in intensity, 
we seo ihat if there wore, as thore is not, 
a safe preventative, irrespective of that 
the advantage would be in favor of the 
Diana method. This is with reference 
to the physical alone; and tho universal 
testimony, is that the affoction con- 
nected with nude contact is incom- 
parably greater than that which origin- 
ntesol finds satisfaction in male con- 
tinence.—From Elmina's Correspond-

One 
idon ia ovident, that their honest, 
courageous stand is doing moro to in- 
vostignle the marriage question and 
that most important relation, than any 
event yet transpiring in our country.

Men and womon give pledges of good 
faith in other transactione, and why 
should they not in this,—~the most sa- 
cred and solemn relationship into which 
thoy can onter—bestow some gunrautes 
of the honor and fidelity of their pur- 
pose? 

Lillian and E, O, Walker are not tho 
only persons in the country who havo 
assumod the conjugal relation without 
calling into requisition the machinery 
of either church or state. Thero ure a 
number of instances in which the mar- 
ringe contract, verbal or written has 
been made in tho presence of friends, 


without the aid of magistrgte or priest 
No woman who truly values herself, is
